W.v8in,<OTON, April 3. — Commiasioner 
Raum has prepared a mass of statistioa 
bearing on pending pention legislation 
which moit attract uniToraal interest 
Thoj^afORot ottly importOBt, bet tbaro 
It one Mtnre of mem whleb wiH otoM* 
and sadden all readers. Tne cotuitrv 
has long been aware of th* rapidity with 
which the loadow of the war havo 
dropped off whtto atill in the primo of 
life, aad when aooording to all the ac- 
cepted estimates ti Ufo they had still 
the promiite <rf many years before them. 

Qen Kaum has nunueil this subject 
into the records of death which the pub- 
lie archives c<.ntain, and after much 
careful study in connection with tho ac- 
cepted life tables has reached tho OOB* 
elusion that over half a million veterans 
now living, namely, ."WB.iJOO, will yet 
yield up twelve years of their livtw on 
accouni of the wear of field service. In 
other words, the expectation of life for 
thia numlwr of survivors has, judged by 
the sta'.istiof of thooo who have already 
d;ed. been shortened by twelve years. 

This is a new view of the cost of 
saving the nation— a view which it is 
diiHcult for the mind to grasp in all its 
magnitude. 

Scarcely less itartling are the esti- 
mates t!iat *4iOO,000 veterans will die in 
the next six years; that in twelve years 
the number will have reached 4.10,000, 
and that tins roll in eighteen years will 
have swelled to 7:^0,000— thus duplicat- 
ing, over and over again with dead, the 
great armies of uw Union. Oen. 
HuiinrH figures were prepared for the 
c'haii lu.m of the house committee on in- 
valid jiensions. to show the probable 
cost of a ser\ ice pension bill which he 
had iutrwliicHd. This bill ]irovides s 
pension of per month for all who 
served honorably ninety davs after they 
ihall reach tlie ago of w yoars.

"Americans," said The .^latin Thurs- 
day, ••will do the |>re8s of Kurope the 
justice of remembering that it did iu)t 
attempt to in'liience them in the selec- 
tion of the site for the s(>i-disaut univer- 
sal exhibit i(m, but now that they have 
m;ide choice of Chicago, we may ob- 
serve to our old allies, with all due re- 
spect for tlieir ((.mmercial, indii-frial 
and lina ie ,d genius, that tlie> .are com- 
mitting a grave mistake, at least in re- 
gard to the pro!it that might be expect- 
ed from the arriv.al of exnibitors or vis- 
itors from 'he otiii r world." 

Th(< Paris ;oiir;ial goes on to say that, 
"While .\meiieaiis are at liberty to m.an- 
age tht>ir own i-. laira as they list, there 
is nothing to prevent us Europeans from 
declaring tiiat llie choice of (.'hi 'ago is 
at least unfortunate for us."

He received instructions 
from his father, one of the wealthieat 
and most inrtuential ef Austrian manu- 
faotiirers, to come to this city and report 
all that could be learned of imimrtance 
to European exhibitors. He was asked 
Thursday as to tho probable extent and 
importanc* of the foreign exhibit. 

*^Tho ozhibltR of Aootria and Oer- 
many," he said, "will certainly, and 
thooo of other European oountries prob- 
abljr, for aaoiod bote iR oiao and beauty 
th* oxhibiti whfash thoy mad* hut year 
at Paris. At Paris Qormany hail scarcely 
anything, because of tho strained polit- 
ical rehrfMMiB with Franco. The Auo. 
triana havo not yet forgotton that it was 
tbe French who beheaded Marie An- 
toinette, daughter of the Austrian em- 
press. Such oxhibita ae were made at 
Paris by my oooRtiy and fay Qormany 
were, with very rare exoeptiona, those 
of petty tradesmen aad the inuuleat re- 
taiJoia. Thev did not show our Ursre 
roeeume aad maaufaotoriea. You may 
rest assured that your foieLn exhibit 
will far exceed that of the nHs expo- 
sitloR."
